A 14 - year - old shocshinc 
boy, Leung Chi-kuen, was 
highly commended by Mr 
T. L. Yang ot Causeway 
Boy Magistracy this 
morning for his courage 
in reporting to the police 
about a man who had 
tricd to extort protection 
moncy from him. 


Detective Inspector D. G. 
McNeill said Leung carried on 
his business in the Shaukiwan 
district. On June 16, a 20-ycar- 
old man, Chiu Man-wai, 
approached him at Tai Shek- 
street, near the Cheung Lo 
Theatre, and asked him for a 
“protection fee" of 50 cents. 


Leung did not have that much 
money with him, and Chiu then 
punched him on the chest and 
kicked him. 


He also told the buy to get 
money and pay him 50 cents 
ench day for protection. 


The boy reported the matter 
‘to the police, 

Netective Corporal Wong Kam 
nnd a detective constable, Chan 
Cheuk-ylu, were detailed to 
make inquiries into the boy’s 
allegations, 

On Monday at about 3 pm, 
they located Chiu in Shaukiwan- 
1aud, outside house No 183. 

Chiu admitted the ussault ard 
having threatened the boy for a 
protection fee. 


At the Shaukiwan Police 
Station, Chiu also admitted be- 
ing a member of the Chung 
Yeung Tong Trind Society. Fur- 
ther enquiries revealed that 
Chiu had been collecting 50 cents 
each day from two other shoc- 
shine boys in Shaukiwan, from 
mid February until late June 
this year. 

Mr Yang alo commended the 
policemen for the “excellent 
job,” and said he would bring 
the matter to the nolice of the 
Commissioner of Police.
